Upon speaking to 
my school physician, he said this solution 
would burn the ears and that a solution of 
hydrogen peroxide (bought in any drug store) 
would do a better job and would be safer. 
I obtained an “Ear Fungus” this summer and 
I am now using a doctor’s prescription to 
get rid of it.

\ few points that may be of interest to 
your readers re. skin diving in this country 
are: water temperature varies between 50° in 
winter to 65° approximately in summer.

New Zealand coasts have some of the finest 
fishing spots to be found in the world. Some 
of the most common fish to be found in our 
waters are schnapper, moki, butterfish, king- 
fish (yellowtail), leopard, eagle and sting rays, 
black bream, conger eels, plus many other 
varieties.

Being among the world’s most aggressive 
divers, the Japanese must have provided their 
medical fraternity with plenty of ear interest. 
Twenty years ago, one Dr. Ono found that 
sufferers from deafness and allied ear ail- 
ments also were noticeably lacking in Vitamin 
A, and Dr. Ono’s finding became a matter of 
record. Ten years ago, Dr. Joseph Lobel, 
prominent New York otologist, speculated on 
the possibility that a build up of Vitamin A 
ir the ear sufferer might work some good, 
and he started prescribing capsules of Caro- 
tene.

UNDERWATER COLOR PHOTOGRAPHY 
WITH A BOX CAMERA 


By ERNEST H. BROOKS 


OW many times while skin diving 

have you observed a striking under- 
water scene and said to yourself: “If 
I only had a color picture of that!” 

Well, you no longer have to wish, 
for it is now possible for every skin 
diver to take color pictures underwater 
—and with nothing more complex than 
a watertight box camera. 

The key to this amazing photographic 
development began with the appearance 
of high speed color film. The un- 
believable latitude of such films permits 
color photographs to be made under 
the most adverse lighting conditions. 

Recently I went on an underwater 
“photographic expedition” into the wa- 
ters off Guaymas, Mexico, to get some 
unusual motion picture footage for use 
in a film on careers in professional 
photography being produced by ad- 
vanced students at the Brooks Institute. 
During this project I had sufficient time 
and opportunity to thoroughly check 
out high speed color film for both still 
and motion picture photography under- 
water. 

After carefully evaluating the results, 
I found that, properly handled, high 
speed color film can record the full 
beauty of the wonderous sights which 
every skin diver finds beneath the sea. 

I never cease to marvel at the beauty 
that everywhere the 
water. It is my feeling that few people 
realize the great pleasure of skin diving 
until they make that first highly exciting 
trip downward and gaze in awe at the 
multitude of beautiful things that are 
to be seen and found everywhere. I 
that skin divers would like 
to make a photographic record of their 
underwater “expeditions” without be- 
coming involved with cumbersome or 
expensive photographic gear. 

If all skin take color 
pictures underwater with simple equip- 
ment, I thought, two goals could be 
realized. First, skin divers could build 
up an interesting file of their under- 
water adventures. Then, as their friends 
viewed these transparencies, they, too, 
would become converted to this healthy 
and exciting family hobby. 

At the completion of my motion 
picture work, I laid aside my heavy 
professional photographic gear and

“How,” I asked myself, “could very 
skin diver be equipped to shoot olor 
underwater?” 

I had already determined that - port. 
ing goods dealers and skin diving s\ pply

meras. Most of these are similar t\ the 
time-honored Brownie, known to ama- 
teurs throughout the land. 

Another type is a two-piece molded 
plastic case into which the essentials of 
a box camera are built. Still another 
type permits the conversion of land box 
cameras to underwater use. This con- 


sists of a flexible plastic bag with a 
rigid clear glass faceplate which seals 
to the bag with a clamp. All that is 
necessary is to place the camera in the 
bag, secure the faceplate and opcrate 
the controls by manipulating them 
through the flexible plastic. 

Selecting several types, I then pro- 


ceeded to make a series of tests with 
Daylight Anscochrome, a high speed 
color film with an ASA index of 100. 


After testing the film in the various 
cameras and under different conditions, 
I compared the results and reached the 
conclusion that it is possible to slioot 
color by existing light with a box ca- 
mera and high speed color film to 
depths of twenty feet. 

Here is the procedure for you to 
follow in order to get the same results. 
First, load your camera with a high 
speed color film with an ASA rating of 
100, then dive beneath the surface and 
start looking for color pictures. With a 
box camera you do not have to make 
any camera adjustments, so all that is 
necessary is the careful aiming of the 
camera and tripping of the shutter 

However, remember this important 
fact: all exposures on each roll must be 
made in either the zero to ten {oot 
level, or in depths from ten to twenty 
feet. This is very important, as the 
diminishing amount of light below ten 
feet requires that film exposed in this 
area receive special processing, while 
film exposed above ten feet does not. 

Indicate “ASA 200” on each roll ex- 
posed below ten feet and take it to a

mark those rolls exposed 
feet so that they can be specially pro- 
cessed to compensate for the higher 
film speed. Otherwise, these transparen- 
cies will be greatly underdeveloped, re- 
sulting in a complete failure to capture 
the colorful beauty you are seeking to 
record. 

By keeping this variation in mind 
while diving, you will find it possible to 
turn out good color pictures of your 
favorite sport. In taking pictures under- 
water, try and keep the camera as 
steady as possible, and make certain you 
squeeze, not jerk the shutter release. 
When shooting movement, such as fish 
or another diver, try to catch the 
momentary lull just after peak action, 
in order to minimize possibilities of 
blurring the photograph, 

Your underwater camera can also be 
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Carrying a 16mm Bolex motion picture camera, Brooks climbs aboard his boat after a shooting 
session in a bay near Guaymas, Mexico.

Read the interesting results of his 


used with color film on land. However, 
make certain you don’t use high speed 
film, or your pictures will be 
greatly overexposed, as a box camera 
lens cannot be adjusted to compensate 
for the greatly increased 
light found above the surface. Choose 
a color film with an ASA index of 25 
or 32 for this purpose. 

If time and circumstances permit, it 
is suggested you expose several rolls of 


color

film at different depths, in order to 
determine how local water conditions 
affect your photographic efforts. After 
processing, you can evaluate the results 
and determine if any variations are 
necessary for the particular body of 
water in which you are diving. 

So, get a watertight box camera, load 
it with high speed color film and make 
your next skin diving expedition a Ca- 
mera tour beneath the sea. You will 
find it is not only a pleasing variation 
of skin diving, but also a means of 
providing yourself with a permanent 
record of your thrilling journeys into 
the deep. rap*

I hope the following ideas may be 
of some value to those of you who might 
like to try underwater drawing. It can 
be a very fascinating adventure. 

Whether you plan to paint with cray- 
ons, oils or colored pencils, your best 
working surface is a small clip board, 
814” x 11”, with a heavy grade of white 
paper or card stock and thick coloring 
crayons which are sold in dime stores. 
You can carry the crayons in a poudi 
hung on a belt, or tied to string about 
a foot and a half or two feet in length. 
This in turn is tied to a belt. ‘There 
are advantages and disadvantages with 
both methods. The advantage of the 
pouch is that everything is in one com- 
pact place on a belt within easy reach. 
The difficulty with this method, /ow- 
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wer, is that if the pouch is not closed 
gcurely during a dive, you may lose the 
~SEiyons. Also, one has to constantly be 
piling the crayons out and putting 
"Binem back (with fingers getting colder 
| md more numb by the minute) and 
you may drop them in the sand or mud.

about four to five pounds of lead to 
sink it. If the current changed, or I 
held it at the wrong angle, it would 
catch it like a sail and I would take off 
head over heels on the bottom, or smash 
into a rock pile festooned with sharp- 
edged mussels. After a few such sailing 
trips, I decided to use a smaller board 
—less hazardous. 

You'll want to experiment a lot to 
find which materials work best. That's 
part of the fun of submarine painting. 
For instance, in using oil colors, is it 
better to use canvas, or some type of 
metal surface? My policy is simplicity 
and economy; so I decided to use some 
aluminum sheets that had been used for 
an offset printing press. I roughened 
the surface with sandpaper so that the 
paints (applied with a palette knife) 
would adhere. In one corner of the 
board I laid out some pigment for mix- 
ing. The paint stays put, surprisingly! 
This is one of the easiest ways to have 
your colors right in front of you. 

\ trouble I have found in working 
with oil is that it is too slow to catch 
underwater motion and action. Oils 
give a rather heavy effect because the 
pigment has to be laid on without tur- 
pentine for thinning out. 

Another trouble is that some shreds 
of pigment float out in the water and 
end up painting the artist. I remember 
the time in warm water when I didn’t 
bother to wear a wet suit and, on com- 
ing out, I was hailed as the walking 
rainbow or the “thing.”

obtained fine results from using oils 
down under. If so, I'd like to hear 
about your technique. 

The best method I have found so far 
is to use a combination crayon and oil 
base pastel stick. The trade name is 
called “Cray-Pas” made by Sakura Com- 
pany of Japan. The sticks can_ be 
bought in two thicknesses. I would ad- 
vise getting the thicker size as they are 
more durable. They are priced at $2.50 
and up per box of assorted colors. For 
the drawing surface, I use a coated 





paper that is made for oil paints called 
“Highlite” Canvo Sketch Tablet. This 
generally runs about twelve sheets, size 


12” x 16” for $1.25. Or you can get a 
larger size, 16” x 20”. There are similar 
products on the market which you can 
try. I prefer this combination because 
Cray-Pas are easier to work with than 
oils and they do not wash out. They 
can be smoothed out like pastel and 
when dried out, the drawing can be 
sprayed with either pastel fixative or 
demar varnish, the latter if you want an 
oil painting effect. I usually coat the 
paper with spar varnish to help stiffen 
it, so it won’t wrinkle under water; or 
the paper can be glued to a thin board. 
I tape a sheet to each side of the board 
(or secure with flat-head thumbtacks) 
so I can do two sketches before coming 
up. 

In deciding which medium to use for 
your painting, keep in mind that under 
water you are working against time. At 
best you may have two or, at the most, 
three hours, as compared to time un- 
limited in the studio. 

The constantly changing movements 
of the sea, which is one of its fascina- 
tions, can be quite a problem to the art- 
ist, for everything seems to be in mo 
tion. When I have had to come up to 
the surface, either from lack of air or 
because I was cold, and then made my 
descent again, I’ve had a hard time 
finding the original spot where I was. 
Perhaps the tide had changed and 
visibility was poor. Once when working 
near a jetty and the water was getting 
stirred up, a friend suggested using a 
compass on the drawing board. There 
have been times, while I would stop to 
pick out some colors, when I would 
turn slightly and be carried away a few 
feet. Turning back, I'd find that my 
subject had disappeared. 

There are limits to what you can ex- 
pect of an underwater masterpiece! I 
have never been able to get the light 
touch I try for. The submarine artist is 
always working through the density of 
water and has to keep pushing the 
water from between the crayon and the

secause of the cost of air we all be- 
came rather adept at snorkeling out of 
necessity (we were on a tight budget), 
and by the end of the trip 60 foot 
working dives were not unusual.

When landed 
we found he weighed 340 pounds and 
had a wing spread of 10 feet. We were 
curious if this was a record for skin 
diving but we had no way of knowing 
if it was.

Tom Hubbell is one of the best divers 
we have seen; he consistently speared 
fish at depths up to 90 feet, and the 
lengths of his dives never ceased to 
amaze Bill and me.

able, an average of 15 feet is considered 
good, although 25 feet is not uncom- 
mon. While the northern side and tip 
of the island are excellent diving areas, 
the south side is not good for the av- 
erage diver, since waters are very shal- 
low and have poor visibility. 

Divers in our waters must wear some 
type of protective rubber suit. The sur- 
face water may be in the 70's, while a 
dive to 20 or 30 feet will automatically 
result in a drop of almost 15 degrees 
in temperature. 

Wet and dry suits are popular; how- 
ever, the majority of divers prefer the 
wet suit. During the warmest summer 
days, the suits are not used. The more 
popular fins are the full foot-pocket 
type, which protect a diver from the 
barnacle-encrusted rocks. The rubber- 
powered spearguns are popular here, 
although many divers use the short 
spring guns which are 
more maneuverability around jetties 
and rock pilings. Extra rubbers are 
usually added to the rubber-powered 
guns. The line that comes with a new- 
ly-purchased speargun is discarded by 
divers, because they prefer a stronger 
line, usually ten to twelve feet long. 
Various types of floats may be used by 
divers, but they are not very popular. 

Unlike divers in clear waters, who can 
spot their prey from the surface, divers 
in northern waters must descend rather 
deep in their search for a sizeable fish 
to spear. This is quite fatiguing, due 
to the cold and sometimes rough water 
and limited visibility. 

CO: guns are not used for spearfishing 
since no large fish are found in these 
waters. Stringing of fish to line attached 
to you is safe, since no fish dangerous 
to man inhabit these waters. Some div- 
ers string their fish to their floats, leav- 
ing them free of lines. 

Thus is can be seen how spearfishing 
conditions can differ in diving areas. 
What may be done in our waters safely 
would be inviting trouble in warmer 
waters. 

In regard to game fish, the most com- 
mon are: the Blackfish (Tautoga Onitis) 
and Striped Bass (Roccus Lineatus). 
Occasionally Bluefish, Stingrays, Floun- 
ders and Sandsharks are speared. Of

these, the type most often speared is 
the Blackfish. 

The Blackfish is related to the wrasses 
of coral reefs and has an average weight 
of ten to twelve pounds. It is a rare 
occurrence when a skin diver spears a 


Blackfish weighing over twelve pounds. 
The largest I have seen weighed sixteen 
Young Blackfish are medium 
brown, with dark brown stripes going

It is a silvery fish with 
about six olive green stripes going hori-

Other fishes speared in Long Island 
waters are: Flounders, usually weighing 
from two to four pounds; these may be 
encountered on sandy bottoms; Sting- 
rays, which may grow to 60 pounds, and 
an occasional Sandshark and Sea Bass 
also provide sport for the diver. 

Underwater photography is practiced 
to some extent, although our coastal 
waters do not offer the clearness of trop- 
ical waters. Lungs are generally used 
for this purpose, although they are not 
popular. I have seen several quite sat- 
isfactory films taken at the entrance to 
the harbor of Lake Montauk. The best 
location for taking underwater photo- 
graphs is in the oceanic waters off Mon- 
tauk Point, clear water 
with less sedimentation.

flat bottomed, broad of beam, with a 
sharp-blade mower at her bow. But 
strangest of all is the greenish-brown 
cargo piled on deck like so much wet 
sauerkraut.

It’s the C. L. Arques—seaweed 
boat.” 

‘hose who have time to stick around 
wil! see the drippy cargo grabbed up by 
a double-jawed hook and plopped into 
a hopper on the dock. Then it’s chewed 
up and put into a giant gas-fired rotary 
dricr where 90 percent of the water is 
rern.oved. The result is a mass of tiny, 
dai k-green flakes with a pleasantly salty 
tas'e—which can be further granulated 
or powdered. 

eaweed harvesting and processing is 
on: of California’s unique industries. 
Little known to the general public, it 
represents a multi-million-dollar invest- 
ment and provides jobs for several hun- 
dred persons in San Pedro, San Diego 
an! Port Hueneme. 

Vhile more than 1,000 species of sea- 
weed have been found along the Pacific 
Coast of North America, Southern Cali- 
fornia is the home of the Giant Kelp 
of Macrocystis pyrifera. This is one of 
the few places in the world where it 
can be harvested in commercial quanti- 
ties. Underwater forests of this sea- 
of which are two miles 
square—exist from Point Arguello above 
Santa Barbara to some distance below 
San Diego along the coast of Baja Cali- 
fornia.

he Giant Kelp is found in a belt 
roughly a mile wide along the coast in 
waters from 40 to 90 feet deep. This 
plant has no roots—only root-like tenta- 
cles called “holdfasts” which cling to 
the rocky bottom. Floating air sacs 
hold the plant erect so that it may grow 
toward the surface. 

rhe Giant Kelp, whose ancestry dates 
back to the earliest plants on earth, is 
a rugged specimen. It must live in 
areas of strong ocean currents because 
it absorbs its nutrition through its 
leaves. Also required is plenty of sun- 
light, which, say divers, penetrates some- 
times to a depth of 90 feet in clear wa- 
ter. Because Southern California pro- 
vides these two necessities for growth— 
strong currents and sunshine—kelp har- 
vesting is a year-round industry here. 

Harvesting of Southern California’s 
offshore waters began during World 
War I. In 1917, when the United States 
went to war with Germany, we lost our 
principal source of potash—vitally im- 
portant to agriculture. American sci- 
ence and industry developed several

new sources of potash, including the 
Giant Kelp. 

For a period of several years, during 
and just after World War I, as many as 
10 kelp-processing plants existed along 
the California coast, from Point Con 
ception to San Diego. At peak of pro- 
duction, they gobbled up as much as 
500,000 tons annually. In addition to 
the much-needed potash, they produced 
acetone and calcium acetate (both used 
in the production of smokeless gunpow- 
der), iodine and a bleaching agent 
known as “Kelchar.” 

After the war, when new sources of 
these chemicals were found, the govern- 
ment disposed of the kelp-processing 
plants. But in the late 1920's, it was 
found that kelp was the source of two 
new and important classes of products. 
The boats started mowing the greenish- 
brown crop once again. 

Today, something in the neighbor- 
hood of 60,000 tons of Giant Kelp are 





harvested each year to produce (1) sup- 
plemental food products for livestock 
and poultry, and (2) algin, a substance 
useful in the food, 


dairy, paper, rubber and textile indus 


pharmaceutical, 


tries. 

The Philip R. Park Company of San 
Pedro dominates the livestock and poul- 
try supplement field. It also turns out 
a dietary additive for human consump- 
tion. It was organized in 1927 by the 
late Philip R. Park, who had made a 
fortune in the chicken feed business. 

Several years earlier, on a visit to 
England, Park was astonished to see 
cattle on the seacoast pass up rich pas- 
turage to munch on dried seaweed. He 
took samples, had them analyzed and 
ran tests to determine the effect on ani- 
mals. Seaweed proved to be rich in 
iodine and other minerals essential to 
growth. Park decided there was a com- 
mercial market for such a food supple-

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THE KEYS

While the founder of New England 
Divers, James Cahill, was being crowned 
“Diver of the Year” by Cousteau in 
Boston, Jim’s proteges, Ralph 
Raymond and Lee Hersey of Peabody 
Beverly, Mass., respectively were 
having time diving in the 
Gulf stream off the Florida Keys and 
the Bahama 

We started a month ago in Ralph’s 
four passenger single engine plane, but 
ran into a snow storm a couple hun- 
dred miles from home, so we turned 
tail and beat it back to Beverly and 
unloaded all our gear. We 
vow that we would try it again about 
the first of March this time we 
would go anyway. 

Got ready to shove off and the weath- 
er report was terrible, so we went by 
1500 
miles, doing a little sight seeing on the 
way—the official buildings and the Cap- 
itol in Washington, D.C. Couldn’t put 
the top down until we got almost to 
Jacksonville. Drove on the beach race 
track at Daytona where the motorcycle 
races were starting in a few days, visit- 
ed the Marina at Ft. Lauderdale and a

He said 
the water visibility was poor at the 
Keys after the storms and we should 
take a plane to Bimini where you could 
see bottom in 125 feet of water. 

We had made up our minds to dive 
in the Keys, so after a good night's 
sleep in Ft. Lauderdale, we started for 
Marathon. We drove around Miami 
Beach for a while on the way down 
and took quite a few pictures. That is 
a simply fabulous city and they sure do 
things in a big way. 

We arrived in Marathon at the Sea- 
horse Motel about the middle of the 
afternoon of the third day away from 
home. 

Wes Bartelt, who has a very well 
equipped diving store, was out with a 
party of divers on his boat, so we made 
arrangements for the night and hired a 
two seater plane and flew up and down 
the Keys to see what they looked like 
from the air. 

Next morning we were aboard Wes’ 
boat. He can take five people with all 
their gear aboard and charges $10 per 
day per person. We went to Sombrero 
reef which is east of the Keys about 
four iniles offshore. We were quite 
disappointed, because the deepest spot 
was only about twenty-five feet. Seems 
to get to any depth we would have to 
go miles and miles. 

However, the water was about 70° 
and teeming with marine life. We wore 
our foam rubber suits, but mostly for 
protection from the fire coral and sea 
urchins. There were millions of them, 
black and about as big around as a 
grapefruit with their sharp spines un- 
dulating back and forth. First time we 
had seen any. There was one about 
every foot. Those spines will go through 
anything. Ralph got his foot down on 
ene and five spines went right through 
his flipper into his instep. I got a 
half dozen in my hand through my 
glove while I was standing on my head 
pulling a crayfish out from under a 
coral shelf. 

Three of the party were snorkeling 
and we did for awhile. Saw a shark 
sleeping on the bottom in about twenty 
feet of water. I asked Wes if we 
should spear him, so he said sure. He 
said both spear him at the same time 
near the head, so you can pull two ways 
on him. You can spear fish now out- 
side of Marathon at the Keys. 

Ralph didn’t have a speargun, I had 
his and I got tired of waiting for an- 
other fellow to go down with me, so I 
went down and let him have it at a 
range of about three feet with the sin- 
gle rubber arbalete. The spear just 
bounced back from his tough hide and 
he swam away. I began to think after- 
wards that it is probably a good thing 
for me that he did take off, because 
what would I do with him if he took 


a dislike to me. He was all of cight 
feet long and no doubt more fish than 
I could handle. Some people do the 
craziest things. 

Later when I had the double tanks 
on and was poking my head under reefs 
for crayfish, I looked to my right and 
there was another shark about three 
feet away just lying there on the bot. 
tom. I didn’t stay there long, st rted 
backing water with both hands and 
flippers and the shark which wisn't 
even looking my way, just glided « way, 
He was also about eight feet long and 
black. He may have been the -ame 
one I shot at before. 

We collected some coral and | got 
five fair sized crayfish. Ralph ard I 
took them over to Bob Martin’s and 
we baked them in true New Eng and 
style. I was disappointed in ‘em 
though. They didn’t hold a cand)» to 
our native lobsters. Bob Martin was 
one of the other divers on the boat and 
he and Mrs, Martin had rented a cot- 
tage. Bob runs a hardware store and 
sells diving equipment in Battle C:cek, 
Michigan. 

Wanting to cram as much into our 
one week vacation as possible, R: Iph 
and I left the next morning for Ft. 
Lauderdale. We took a Mackey Air 
lines plane from there to Bimin’ in 
the Bahamas, British West Indies. It 
is only 55 miles from Florida and the 
round trip is only $15.50. Mr. Ma key 
owns quite a piece of property on 
South Bimini and has cut the cos: of 
transportation to the bone as an in- 
ducement for people to go. Each per- 
son is allowed 66 pounds of lugyage 
and it cost half of one percent of the 
fair per pound over the 66 pounds or 
about eight cents per pound. We took 
our single tanks, fins, masks, snorkels, 
and weights. There is no air or scuba 
supplies on Bimini, but the water is 
shallow for miles around and_ plenty 
can be done with a snorkel. We left 
everything which was not an absolute 
necessity in the trunk of the car and 
just stayed within the weight limit. 

There are good facilities for eating 
and sleeping on the island. We stayed 
at the Sea Crest Hotel which is operat- 
ed by Mrs, Edith Bishop. American 
plan costs $15 per day per person. The 
food was excellent, steak, chicken, cray- 
fish, conch chowder and the works. 
Everything has to be brought in from 
the States, and England clips them 28 
percent for everything. Even drink.1 
water has to be brought from outsid« 

However, it’ was worth it. If we 
thought Florida was out of this world 
compared with back up north, the 
same comparison applies between Bi- 
mini and Florida. The island life is 
in a Class by itself. Just a lazy, easy 
going type of existance. About “00 
colored natives and about 50 white. I 
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yould say. It certainly was a new world 
for us. It would take me a whole book 
to tell about it. 

We rented a 16 foot skiff and a six 
horse power outboard from Don Abbot 
for 512 per day. He also has a sport 
fsherman for which he charges $70 a day 
and can accommodate two people fish 
ing. OF course, Bimini is considered 
the sport fishing center of the world.

DIVERS FLAG 
OFFICIALLY RECOGNIZED 
IN MICHIGAN 


Michigan is the first state to officially re- 
cognize the Divers Flag. The bill (House 
Bill #104) passed both the House of Rep- 
resentatives and the Senate the first part of 
April and was signed into law by Governor 
G. Mennen Williams during the last week 
of April. The bill reads: 

“Any person diving or submerging in any 
waterway with the aid of a diving suit or 
other mechanical diving device may place a 
buoy in the water at or near the point of 
submergence. The buoy shall bear a red flag 
not less than 14 inches by 16 inches with a 
three and one half inch white stripe running 
from the upper left hand corner to the 
diagonal lower corner. The buoy shall be 
in place only while actual diving operations 
are in progress.” 

Although this does not give the diver any 
margin of safety it is the jumping off place 
for amendments to the bill next year in 
order to provide a specified margin of safety.

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SPANISH PAINTER 
WORKS IN THE 
SILENT WORLD

Francisco Gusi del Rey, a Barcelonese 
of 42, has just celebrated a one-man 
show with twenty underwater oil land- 
scapes, painted all along the Catalan 
Costa Brava of Spain. They depict un- 
derwater scenery with no fish in them; 
Gusi says that to paint underwater pic- 
tures with fish is too easy; he deals only 
with the transparence of the waters—in 
depths ranging from 6 to 90 feet from 
the surface. Before I gave him his first 
lessons of diving with Scuba, Gusi need- 
ed from 50 to 60 skin dives to paint 
each of his underwater pictures. He 
put the painting gear on the cliff and 
dived again and again, returning each 
time to the land to fix the rough 
sketch first, then the colors and water 
transparencies. Sometimes he was so 
tired after these repeated skin dives 
that he was scarcely able to walk home. 
And after diving, he sometimes had to 
climb rough and steep cliffs, loaded with 
his mask, flippers, snorkel, pictures and 
brushes! 

The exhibition of his pictures held 
in Galerias Layetanas of Barcelona in 
December, 1957, was a complete suc-

In the winter of 1951 a skin d ver 
lost his life while diving for abalone 
near Avila, California. According to 
his companion, they were using ‘he 
cold water gear which is appropriat: in 
ocean waters along the central Cali or- 
nia coast. All of a sudden the comp .n- 
ion realized that his friend had ot 
come up. Searching did not reveal h m. 
Days later the missing skin diver was ed 
ashore. 

What had happened to this yo. ng 
man? Many questions were asked. |)id 
the surge of waves knock him against 
the rocks and stun him? Had he | ad 
a heart attack? Since then, I have no ed 
similar accounts of accidents in wh ch 
an experienced and well-trained di-er 
loses his life. These accidents h. ve 
concerned me, as I am a skin diving 
club advisor. 

I have gone over the accounts of 
various accidents that have occuried 
along our coast and elsewhere. I }e- 
lieve we have been neglecting an iin- 
portant point in our safety prograin. 
We are all normally able to hold our 
breath for short periods of time. We 
do so every day when we swallow, talk, 
sing, or whistle. When a person stops 
breathing deliberately, he feels the urge 
to breathe again. The mechanism which 
gives the urge to breathe is termed the 
autonomic nervous system. It can also 
be spoken of as the automatic system 
because it also helps to govern our 
heart beat and other involuntary body 
activities. 

When a person deliberately holds 
his breath long enough so that the oxy- 
gen level in the blood is seriously low- 
ered (anoxia), he is said to “lose con- 
sciousness” or “black out”. The minute 
such a condition is established, the auto- 
nomic or involuntary nervous system 
immediately takes over from the volun- 
tary and the breathing act is again 
resumed. Oxygen is restored to the 
blood and brain and consciousness re- 
turns. A person conditioned to holding 
his breath for long periods of time, such 
as is the case for most skin divers not 
using SCUBA, runs the risk of this con- 
dition. There is apparently little, if an 
warning that unconsciousness is about 
to occur. Evidence suggests that an ac! 
ual decrease in a person’s mental ale1 
ness results when the brain is starved 
of oxygen; thus any symptoms of th 
impending danger may go by unnotice: 
A similar condition also exists when « 
person breathes carbon monoxide it 
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thal quantities. The unconscious skin 
iver, surrounded by water instead of 
ir, has no chance of being automatical- 
rescued by his other breathing con- 


rol. 


Within the last two months two situ- 
tions have occurred that help to con- 
fm this belief. A member of our skin 
iving tlub was being instructed in un- 
awater swimming in our college pool. 
ifer the swimmer, with his face sub- 
erged, had made a couple of laps, the 
companying attendant noticed that 
e swimmer had practically stopped 
wimining. Only his hands seemed to 
e moving. The swimmer was pulled 
ut unconscious. His muscles were rigid. 
rtificial respiration had to be applied 
» bring him around. Alone in_ the 
cea) he would have drowned. A few 
eeks later another young man_prac- 
cing underwater swimming in a pub- 
i¢ pool not far from our campus also 
lacked out after several laps. He 
as ilso pulled out unconscious, rigid, 
nd was revived by artificial respiration. 
For the surface diver, it must be re- 
embered that the submergence limit 
vill vary from person to person and 
vith the same person from time to time. 
Factors that cause these variations in 
lifferent swimmers are physical fitness, 
fatigue, cold, etc. To be physically fit 
sto have a body that will do the same 
work as anybody else’s except the work 
vill be done more efficiently and _ less 
nergy and oxygen will be consumed. 
Both fatigue and cold increase the 
body’s demand for more oxygen. <A 
normal human at rest requires about 
250 c.c. or Y% pint of pure gaseous oxy- 
gen per minute. Strenuous exercise in- 
reases this demand by about 18 times. 
In addition to the oxygen deficiency 
vazard there is also evidence that car- 
bon dioxide, which is a waste product 
f our living process and is exhaled 
from our lungs, may build up to toxic 
levels within our blood and other body 
tissues during long periods of submer- 


gence. 


It would seem advisable that skin 
divers be made aware of the danger of 
remaining submerged too long. It is 
apparent that the diver’s total endur- 
ance or black out time will vary from 
person to person. The old SCUBA rule 
“Take a buddy with you” is a partial 
answer to this problem. It may also be 
wise to shorten the length of your dives, 
particularly when you become cold and 
tired. 


It is well to keep in mind that your 
judgment may be impaired when the 
danger point is neared. To the diver 
who wishes to dive again: re-evaluate 
Your diving techniques. Be very cautious 
of those last dives when you should be 
packing up your equipment and _ head- 
ing for home. >

The South West Pacific Border As- 
sociation A.A.U. spearfishing meet for 
1958 was held March 9th at Casa De 
Manana Cove, La Jolla. This may 
seem like an early date to clubs in most 
sections of the country, but not so in 
San Diego where a unique situation 
prevails. Our best spearfishing occurs 
in late summer when the water is clear 
and big fish are plentiful. For this rea 
son our midsummer dive is held in late 
August. Our alternate annual dive is 
held in late winter or early spring, but 
it must be early to beat the season of 
the Red Tide at which time the fish 
just are not around. This latter dive is 
the one used to select teams to represent 
us in the Regional Championship. 

Competition got underway at 8 a.m. 
under sunny skies. The water was un- 
seasonably warm (60 degrees) and clear; 
ideal conditions for spearfishing. —Twen- 
ty-four of San Diego’s best underwater 
athletes surged forth to make this 
another great dive, but there were to 
be many anxious moments before this 
could approach becoming a_ reality. 
Contestants roamed the reefs and 
searched the kelp, but to no avail. Con- 
ditions were right but the fish just did 
not seem to be around. 

After about two hours had gone by 
many of the first wave divers began 
returning to the beach. There were 
reports of sightings of elusive barracuda, 
too wary to be approached. Two re- 
ports came in of sightings of single Yel- 
low Tail who also went south on the 
first approach of the divers. It looked 
like a complete shut out, no fish and 
not many stories.

summer dive last August no less than 10 
Yellow Tail and White Sea Bass in the 
15 to 30 pound class had already been 
weighed in.

Have you ever wanted to bring home 
some of the plants or animals which 
you've seen when diving? Perhaps when 
looking over some biology specimens 
in your school laboratory you find that 
there are very few, and working to- 
gether with your diving friends, you 
could collect, prepare and preserve some 
as an extra special biology project. How- 
ever, in order that this can be ac- 
complished, you'll need to know how. 

The following list of specimens 
(aquatic) are commonly used in the 
biology or zoology classroom: fresh- 
water sponges, leeches, crayfish, aquatic 
snails, clams, lampreys, fishes, aquatic 
reptiles, corals, starfish, sand dollars, 
sea cucumbers, and many others. 

Specimens are classed as liquid or dry. 
The dry specimen is easiest to prepare. 
Several-infra-red lamps will speed the 
drying process. It should be remembered 
that partially dried specimens should 
not be stored in air-tight containers or 
mounted. Marine specimens after the 
drying period often retain unpleasant 
odors. To prevent this, soak specimens 
in a 70% alcohol or 10% formalin solu 
tion for 24 hours prior to drying. Re- 
rinse in fresh-water, then allow 
to dry thoroughly. Insects destroy speci- 
mens such as starfish and sea urchins. 
Soak specimens in a saturated borax so 
lution before drying, this will protect 
them. 

Preserving 


move, 


crabs, 
fish, etc., is accomplished by soaking 
them for 24 hours in a solution (satu- 
rated) of borax and water. Joint mem- 


crustaceans, cray- 


branes are opened to allow the solution 
to fully penetrate the body cavity. 
After soaking, rinse in fresh-water, and 
set to dry. Remember to set specimen 
in desired shape or position before it 
is dried. Dried specimens cannot be re- 
located. 

Cork sheets are used to pin specimens 
for drying purposes. Borax treated speci- 
mens remain odorless and perfect for 
years. The specimen’s natural color can- 
not be preserved, however a coat of 
varnish and oil paints help restore or- 
iginal beauty, and in the case of shells 
act as a preservative. Open sectional 
display cases or display jars are used 
to display dry specimens. 

Liquid specimens, soft-bodied animals, 
etc., are best preserved and displayed in 
a liquid. Living specimens are killed 
and preserved in alcohol, formalin or a 
special formula. Formalin is technical- 
ly 40% formaldehyde, yet the former is 
considered the 100% basis. De- 
natured alcohol is impure and worth-

As the Mackey Airlines DC-3 raced 
its engines and the last call for flight 
106 to West End echoed through the 
loudspeaker, Jim Kelly, Bud Wolfe, and 
I eased back into our sponge cushioned 
seats and fastened our safety belts.

Lauderdale, Flor- 
ida, at 10 and at 10:30 a.m. we 
were circling a tropical island, cooled 
by the warm trade winds and surround- 
ed by the clearest water we had ever 
hoped to dive in! 

We checked in at the island’s only 
hotel, The Grand Bahama Club. Our 
room price was reasonable and plane 
trip was only $17.50 per person round 
trip. 

Less than an hour after we landed, we 
were donning our fins, masks and snor- 
kels to explore the inlet in front of the 
hotel. The inlet led to the ocean and 
we followed it to the mouth of the sea, 
remaining near the shore. There were 
plenty of ’cudas, rays, and small fish 
in the inlet plus many parts of wrecked 
ships—gears, anchors, chains, steel plates, 
etc. The bottom was sand and grass. 

We swam to the mouth of the ocean 
and noticed that the reef began imme- 
diately, and we decided to return to it 
the next day in a boat. 

The boat with a native guide was 
$25 per day—without a guide, $25 per 
day! It was just a small outboard. We 
had all our own gear. It is possible to 
camp out on the island if you can sur 
vive the mosquito onslaught.

He may seem amused by the antics of 
skin divers, but if he sees you going in 
with a drawing board, then he will 
really get a charge. But they are just 
as curious as you are to know what’s on 
the bottom, as in the case of a partic- 
ular wreck which fourteen feet 
high off the bottom, known locally as 
the lumber wreck. When we got to it, 
it turned out to be a pile of square

chunks of granite, about twelve feet 
long. From the jumble of rocks it 
seemed that when the boat or barge 


went down, it must have hit the bottom 
with a bang. And when moving away 
from it, it looked like a cubistic night- 
mare—a stone monument to_ tragedy. 
It probably was not a well known or 
popular wreck at least by the beer 
can census. 

Sometimes it’s nice if you can get to 
see a copy of the wartime wreck list 
as it gives the location of over 1000 
ships, their names, types of tonnage and 
nationality along the American coast- 
lines. However, it seems as if it were 
hastily compiled for some of the loca- 


tions given are inaccurate. A_ revised 
mimeographed sheet with additions and 
corrections was issued in 1946 to correct 
the 1945 listings. It’s nice to look at 
such a list if you exhibit or sell your 
work, as some people always like to 
know the name of the ship and _ its 
origin; it seems to make it a bit more 
romantic to some people. 

Exhibiting your underwater work can 
be a bit frustrating. You'll find that 
people compare your drawings to some- 
thing done in a studio. And they just

Actually, most of my better work has 
been done in fifteen or twenty feet of 
water. There is often just as much 
alluring material at four or five feet as 
at forty or fifty feet. The deeper you 
go, the more light and color you lose. 

I have just returned from a week’s 
stay in Puerto Rico where I was able 
to do over 40 underwater paintings in 
San Juan’s shallow waters. This trip 
has proved to me that with fairly good 
diving conditions, I am able to get 
some unusual and colorful material. 
Shallow water is ideal for art work, as 
off shore it is rather rough. The current 
is strong and has a tendency to slam 
you against coral and volcanic rocks, or 
have you land on a sea urchin which 
abound plentifully in Purto Rican 
waters. 

As I see it, there three 
approach underwater drawing: 


are ways to 
you can 
be very scientific and exacting in detail; 
or make an interesting illustration-type 
drawing by rearranging the scenery and 
adding things that are not there; or you 
can go impressionistic and let 
run rampant.

I end up doing all three. When first 
starting out in the water, while I’m still 
warm and comfortable, I may try 
detail; but as I get 
colder and more tired, I rapidly pro- 
gress through the other methods.

But whatever your “technique,” your 
own flush of achievement is likely to be 
your total reward. You may point with 
some pride to one of your more creative 
masterpieces and find that your friends 
think it’s “patchy,” “weird,” or “in- 
comprehensible.”

of this miracle stuff. Kelco operates two 
kelp- harvesting boats along the San 
Diego coast and processes the seaweed 
much as the Philip R. Park Company 
does.

GISBORNE, NEW ZEALAND—A Maori

ACAPULCO, MEXICO—Rock Hudson 
brought back a certificate from his Acapulco 
vacation, certifying he had reached an ocean 
depth of 150 feet while skin diving with two 
Mexican professionals. 


MIAMI, FLORIDA—An adventuresome vet- 
erinarian and a 20-year-old nurse performed 
a “tumor” operation on a 500 pound jewfish 
at Miami Seaquarium. The operation was de- 
clared an “apparent success’—but the tumor 
turned out to be a three-pound diver’s weight 
which the fish had swallowed. 


MUSKEGON, MICHIGAN—Skin divers will 
be employed by the city of Muskegon to 
pinpoint the location of its Lake Michigan 
water intake lane believed in need of repairs. 


SEATTLE, WASHINGTON —The Central 
YWCA and the Seattle King County Red 
Cross Chapter co-sponsored a_ water-safety 
workshop at the YWCA. The swimposium 
was for parents, recreational leaders and 
water sports enthusiasts, including skin divers. 


CAPE TOWN, SOUTH AFRICA—During 
training dives in False Bay near Simonstown 
Dockyard Navy frogmen made a marine bio- 
logical discovery termed “of momentous im- 
portance.” The discovery was of a large liv- 
ing colony of spatagobrissus mirabilis which 
belong to the group of echinoderms among 
which are included sea urchins, cake urchins 
and “pansy shells’. The frogmen first found 
a dead specimen and placed it in the diving 
school museum where it was recognized by 
A. F. Talbot, head of the marine biological 
section of the South African Museum, Cape 
Town. Talbot requested more of these shells 
and the frogmen found an almost unlimited 
colony of the living specimens. Talbot said 
that only a handful of these particular echino- 
derms existed, as far as was known, in the 
world. 























REDONDO BEACH, CALIFORNI4 —An 
ordinance prohibiting swimming an skin 
diving in the harbor area of Redondo Beach 
is up for adoption by the city council. Health 
authorities favored such a ban because of 
pollution of harbor water. 

JACKSONVILLE, FLORIDA—Members of 


the Jax Jetty Jumpers Skin Diving Clu» have 
been discovering ancient relics in the back- 
waters, cavernous springs and deep lakes and 


rivers in Florida. The group have found part 
of a jawbone of a mastodon that has been 
verified as being between 130 and 300 suillion 


years old. 


MELBOURNE, AUSTRALIA——John Davis, 
a Melbourne artist and a member of the 
Underwater Explorers and Photographers 
Club, has combined his two hobbies and 
paints underwater. 


GRAND TURK ISLAND, PUERTO RICO 
—After an investigation of the disappearance 
of a service man (Coast Guard) skin <iiver, 
it has been proven that he was devoured by 
the 200 pound sea turtle he had shot. Search- 
ers found the turtle dead of the wound re- 
ceived from the missing diver’s spear. The 
missing diver was alone with a lung. An 
autopsy of the turtle turned up several items 
that were convincing of the diver’s fate. 


DORCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS—Men- 
bers of the South Shore Neptunes have on 
more than one occasion been to the bottom 
of Swingle’s Quarry (170 feet) when it was 
necessary to chop through 16 to 17 inches 
of ice. A recent announcement of the <eep- 
est under ice dive was to a depth of 140 feet. 


DULUTH, MINNESOTA—Jacques E. Stiles 
was instrumental in raising a four place 
Stinson airplane with skiis from the bay in 
Duluth Harbor. The pilot was taxiing across 
the bay when he crossed an unknown fault 
in the ice which gave way under the weight 
of the plane. The plane nosed forward slow- 
ly giving the pilot and passenger barely 
enough time to escape. Stiles attached cable 
and chain to the submerged plane. The ice 
would not support wreckers or cranes so it 
was necessary to break the bad ice away, 
place posts for raising on the harbor floor 
and guide all operations from above by ut- 
derwater work. The $8000 plane is now high 
and dry.

Brothers and other members of his group 
were working on the barnacled 102-year-old 
weck Catherine Shearer off Dover when he 
sumbled across what was described as a 
mixture of octopus, starfish and spider. The 
species was given to Dr. E. Guiler, chief lec- 
turer in zoology at the Tasmanian University, 
who identified it as Crinoid. 


TRENTON, NEW JERSEY—Superior Court 
Judge Gerald T. Foley has ruled sunken ships 
that are not claimed by their owners within 
a year and a day become the property of 
the state. 


ST. TROPEZ, FRANCE — Four young 
Frenchmen have recently finished what many 
people would call a dream trip: fishing their 
way around the world. Most of the fishing 


was done underwater. In three years, they 
covered 25,000 miles and made some 1,000 
dives

POINT DEFIANCE, WASHINGTON — A 
skin diver tangled with a speeding outboard 
motor boat at Point Defiance but apparently 
escaped serious injury when the motor 
bounced off his air tank. When the boat and 
diver collided the motor was knocked clear 
of the water. The boatsman turned and saw 
the diver reach shore safely. 


SHIMODA, JAPAN—The ama women of 
Japan dive into the sea to harvest a valuable 
crop of tengusa, a special type of seaweed 
that is used in the manufacture of various 
cont ections. 
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DURBAN, SOUTH AFRICA — A giant 
manta ray weighing about 1,200 pounds gave 
an underwater fisherman the scare of his 
life when the ray playfully bowled him over 
and “wrestled” with him in about 20 feet 
of water near Annabella Reef. 


PANAMA CITY, FLORIDA—Two skin div- 
ers rushed to the recompression chamber at 
Panama City from Mexico suffering from the 
bends are reported in good condition. John 
Marden and Bates Littlehales were stricken 
while investigating ancient Mayan wells in 
Yucatan for the National Geographic So- 
ciety. A Navy plane from Corpus Christi, 
Texas, picked them up and flew them to the 
naval hospital in Florida. Lt. (jg) Theron R. 
Van Sickler said the pair were conscious 
when sent into the recompression chamber 
and would have to remain about 24 hours. 


LONG BEACH, CALIFORNIA—The Power 
Divers Skin Diving Club abandoned a plan 
tou salvage a capsized amphibious plane by 
towing it to Long Beach’s Alamitos Bay with 
a fleet of outboard motor boats. The plane 
is so badly damaged it will have to be sal- 
vaged near the spot where it capsized off 
Catalina Island. The plane is sunk in 35 
feet of water and has two huge holes ripped 
across the hull. 


TRENTON, NEW JERSEY—State troopers 
diving in the canal at Princeton failed to lo- 
cate the instrument with which Jacob J. 
Mayer, A & P store manager, was murdered. 


GALLIPOLIS FERRY, WEST VIRGINIA— 
Diver Tom McGuffin volunteered his services 
to probe the second pond on the Rolfe Lee 
farm in an attempt to locate five-year-old 
Jchn Wayne McKinney. A diver by profes- 
sion most of his life, McGuffin is still active 
despite his 80 years of age. Police are in- 
vestigating a kidnapping theory. 


DURBAN, SOUTH AFRICA—Donald Web- 
ster, a Johannesburg skin diver, was attacked 
and bitten on the head and neck by a big 
fish believed to be a barracuda while swim- 
ming underwater at Port Edward. He is 
alive only because of his face mask and 
breathing apparatus which took much of the 
force of the razor sharp teeth. Nevertheless 
he was left with a five-inch gash on the back 
of his head. 


CAIRNS, AUSTRALIA—Fred Aprilovie was 
trapped by the hand for four minutes in 
black, icy water at 43 feet below the surface 
of the Mt. Garnet town weir. Aprilovic was 
placing a wood and rubber cover over the 
opening of a two foot wide pipe running 
under the dam wall when his hand became 
caught. By exerting all his strength he was 
able to force the cover back against the pres- 
sure of the water and break free. 


ALLEGHENY COUNTY, PENNSYL- 
VANIA—A theory by Allegheny County de- 
tectives that a missing Penn Hills couple 
might be at the bottom of a Westmoreland 
County pond fell flat when skin diver Thomas 
Shelnick found only mud after a search of 
Blue Lake. Mr. and Mrs. George Demko 
have been missing since New Year’s Day. 


OCALA, FLORIDA—A dozen skin divers 
from the Jacksonville Naval Air Station 
searched the Ocklawaha River for the body 
of a Gainesville man believed drowned. 


HARTFORD, CONNECTICUT—Skin divers 
failed to turn up a gun which, police said, 
was used by Dorando A. Ferrari to kill his 
girl friend. The divers, working in shifts, 
spent seven hours searching the Connecticut 
River bottom by Bulkeley Bridge. The divers 
were members of the Hartford Gillman Club. 





WEEHAWKEN, NEW JERSEY—The New 
Jersey Underwater Research Group has com- 
pleted its extensive cold water immersion 
tests. All findings have been forwarded to 
the Air-Medical research units of the U.S.- 
A.F. and the Fleet Air Arm U.S.N. at their 
request. Upon release of these findings by 
the services NJURG will make free use of 
the findings to all interested parties. Special 
commendations have gone to the following 
divers for their services in the compilation of 
facts and figures in actual tests: Anthony 
Garma, Donald Flynn, Dan Decotilis, Joseph 
Milza, Donald Kenny and Paul Cirigliano. 


WAYNE, MICHIGAN — Attendance at 
Wayne County Aqua Men meetings is break- 


ing all past records of the club. 1958 high 
attendance so far is 168 persons. Plans for 
the summer include dives on many Great 


Lakes sunken ships, a state spearfishing con- 
test, underwater photography contest, week- 
end trips and many weekend dives. 


NEDROW, NEW YORK—A ‘skin diver 
found the body of Timothy Mascari, seven- 
year-old boy who was the object of an in- 
tensified search of the Onodaga Creek.

MELBOURNE, AUSTRALIA— Air Force 
parachutists test frogmen suits and two new- 
type Mae West lifesaving jackets in jumps 
into the sea. The six men will make ten 
jumps in testing the equipment. 


MARINETTE, WISCONSIN—A new boat 
to be used by M. and M. Water Rescue, Inc. 
wil! have aboard a navigator, radio operator, 
skin diver, person trained in first aid, per- 
sonnel trained in recovery and the skipper. 
The craft, especially designed for rescue pur- 
poses, has fire fighting equipment on board 
and will be ready for immediate service. It 
will be manned on a rotating weekly sched- 
ule by five crews. 


SANTA BARBARA, CALIFORNIA — Four 
skin divers made a scheduled run down the 
rain swollen Sant2 Ynez River recently mak- 
ing the 10 mile trip in an hour and 15 min- 
utes. The divers estimated they reached a 
top speed of 15-18 miles per hour. 


MONTREAL, QUEBEC, CANADA—Major 
Ian A. MacLean died under the icy waters 
of the Ottawa River near Dorion while at- 
tempting to recover the body of an elderly 
man who fell through the ice and drowned. 
An autopsy will be performed to determine 
the cause of death. MacLean had gained 
prominence last summer when he recovered 
parts of an ancient ship while diving in Lake 
Champlain. 


ALBANY, NEW YORK—A skin diving Al- 
bany policeman satisfied investigating officers 
that the change-making machine two youths 
reported they threw into a Hudson River 
boat slip is gone. The diver, James Collins, 
spent an hour in the murky waters diving 
with a fellow diving enthusiast Leonard 
Jones. 


LAGUNA BEACH, CALIFORNIA—A skin 
diver stationed at El Toro Marine Air Station 
was rescued from a Dana Point cliff by a 
helicopter. Robert Strickland became ma- 
rooned on the cliff after a 25 foot fall dur- 
ing which he broke his jaw and received 
numerous cuts and bruises.

MIAMI, June 1—The Southeast Flori- 
da Council of Skin Diving Clubs and 
the Florida Association Amateur Athle- 
tic Union announced today that the 
Southeast Council has been awarded 
AAU sanction to conduct the 1958 
Florida State AAU spearfishing tourna- 
ment, This contest will be held at 
Marathon in the lower Florida keys 
on June 23. 

The 1958 tournament will utilize the 
same point system of scoring that was 
so successful in the 1957 tournament. 
This system of scoring is an answer to 
the charge that tournaments are organ- 
ized slaughter of fish. Under this system 
only the larger fish are worth points and 
a contestant would be wasting valuable 
time shooting a large amount of small 
fish of the same species. This system 
allows five points for the largest fish of 
the species, four for the next, etc. The 
charge that spearfishermen are deplet- 
ing the fish population is the basis of 
the spearfishing ban that now covers the 
upper keys and there are at least 17 
other Florida counties that have restric- 
tions predicated on this 
premise.

Tournament officials anticipate a 
starting field of at least 15 teams in- 
cluding Southeast Council teams from 
the Miami Skin Divers, U of M Sea 
Devils, Mola Mola International Skin 
Divers, Miami Makos, Reef Divers, 
Coral Gables Cudas, Glug-Glugs, Tide- 
men, Morays and the Squids. 

Names of the individual team mem- 
bers were not available at press time, 
but probable participants include Jack 
Slack and Phillip Bissell Shaver II who 
were members of the Sea Devils’ team 
that participated in the nationals last 
year; 1956 Cuban champion Herby 
Ruiz, now of the Miami Makos; AAU 
medalist Al Riddle of the Mola Mola 
International Skin Divers; Makos past 
president Jim “Water Dawg” Harding 
who is the top one-armed spearfisher- 
man of this area and it is expected that 
other sections of the state will send 
divers of the same caliber. The top 
seeded Miami Skin Divers will field the 


same team they sent to California last 
year.

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the first time, therefore there are a lot 
of dark horses in this underwater race. 


A clue to the quality of these teams 
can be found in some of the club re- 
quirements and attributes. Ninety per- 
cent of the Mola Mola International 
Skin Divers make their livelihood div- 
ing at the Miami Seaquarium and this 
club, plus the U of M Sea Devils and 
the Miami Skin Divers, require that ap- 
plicants free dive to 50 feet before they 
are considered for membership. 
Cudas Do Bite 

A member of the Mola Mola Inter- 
national Skin Divers recently had the 
misfortune of proving that a wounded 
barracuda will attack a man. Most 
Florida skin divers regard the cuda as 
a curious fish with wicked teeth, but 
like most other fish the cuda is not in- 
clined to attack a fish (diver) that is 
several times his size; this cuda evidently 
was not aware of that rule. 

Al Riddle and three others were 
snorkling on the reefs six miles off Key 
Largo in 30 feet of water when Al 
spotted a good-sized grouper. (It might 
be mentioned that Al is an excellent 
spearfisherman who has a number of 
AAU team and individual trophies to 
attest his underwater prowess.) All 
during the chase there was a large cuda 
“crowding” Al. This cuda, which 
weighed in at 22 pounds when caught, 
finally became so aggressive that Al shot 
it just forward of the gills with a five 
foot free spear, but it was not fatal 
and the cuda attacked. Al fended the 
fish off with his arbalete, but he missed 
the cuda on one pass and the cuda did 
not miss Al’s leg. Al bled so profusely 
that the fellows called for a Coast 
Guard helicopter to take him to the 
hospital. After 14 stitches and two pints 
of blood Al had some time to con- 
template his mistake. 


Makos Form Miami UET 

The Underwater Emergency Team 
of the Miami Makos is now furnishing 
divers to the Miami Police Department 
for use in emergencies requiring skin 
diving services. Makos president Austin 
Huhn recently affected this arrange- 
ment through the cooperation of Mayor 
Robert King High, Police Chief Walter 
Headley and Sergeant D. K. Martin who 
is in charge of the harbor patrol divi- 
sion. 

The UET consists of ten fully quali- 
fied divers who are available for emer- 
gency calls. Most of these men have 
salvage experience and several are pro- 
fessional divers. Miami, with its Bis- 
cayne Bay, Miami River and many 
canals, has almost as much water traffic 
as it has automobile traffic. Water ac- 
cidents are frequent, although the 
majority of water emergencies involve 
either vehicles driving into the canals 
which criss-cross the city or children

Norwescon proposes that clubs hand out 
certificates of qualification to qualified divers 
and that dealers sell equipment only to those 
who hold certificates. This would help re- 
duce the number of lives lost through inex- 
perience and carelessness as well as promote 
the many benefits which can be found only
